What would be one’s 
salvation would he another’s ruin 
with conditions reversed.

is however, first of all a mode of life; 
afterwards, after the living, it be­ 
comes a business for profit. 
There­ 
fore. the first consideration should 
he the production of 
a 
livlihood. 
J he production of a livelihood calls 
for the production first of all of all 
such things as are needed for family 
use a s can he economically produced 
on the farm. 
The average farm 
when made to do this, when made to 
produce the 
maximum 
of 
field, 
orchard, garden and pasture products, 
can be made astonishingly near self- 
sustaining. Some student of econom­ 
ics has figured out that a first class, 
properly managed 
garden— includ­ 
ing the supply of beans and potatoes 
of both kinds—will furnish the fam ­ 
ily with fifty per cent of its food 
supply. 
The home garden needs far 
more attention than it gets on the 
average Southern-farm.
